Catholic chap!ain’s first prayer in 
combat was for a dead Jewish hos 
pital corpsman here during the 
early stages of our invasion. 

Lt. John J. Whalen, whose sister 
lives at 107 McKinley avenue, 
Philadelphia, Pa., landed *here on 
D-Dday. He related a dramatic 
story of going into battle for the 
first time. 


“We left our transport at 8 
o'clock,” he began. “A Jewisn 
corpsman with us was making his 
first landing. A Protestant boy 
came to me and said that the Jew- 
ish corpsman wanted to know if, 
under conditions like these, it made 
any difference who gave him 
spiritual aid. 

“IT went over and talked to the 
boy. I told him there were no 
religious distinctions under these 
conditions. I tried to comfort him. 
Everything was happening on the 
way in to make for jumpy nerves. 
We were ducking fire all the way 





TWENTY YEARS AGO

BERLIN — The Constitutional 


Commission of the Bavarian Diet 
has considered the bill proposed by 
the Voelkische Partei concerning 
the exclusion of Jews from state 
offices, universities and possession 
of lands; the expulsion of foreign 
Jews and the confiscation of their 
property. The Minister of Reli- 
gions, Herr Matt, declared that 
this bill would violate the —prin- 
ciples of the Constitution of Ger- 
many. He further stated that out 
of 588 professors in the Bavarian 
colleges only 29 were Jews. The 
Commission then rejected the bill, 
but at the same time requested the 
Government to take steps not to 
permit those who belonged to 
the Jewish race to change their 
Jewish names to German names, 
and to furnish statistics as to the 
number of Jews employed in the 
state service of Bavaria.

CONSTANTINOPLE — Anti- 
Semitic legislation has been en- 
acted in Turkey for the first time. 
The last ordinance of the Turkish 
Government, regulating the rights 
of foreign residents in Turkey 
contains the following clauses: 
Jews who are foreign subjects and 
are temporarily resident in Tur- 
key, must leave the country. One 
year’s time is given to those Jews 
who desire to appeal from this 
order. Russian Jews and _ those 
individuals originating from White 
Russia are especially prohibited 
from using Constantinople as a 
transit center.

I 
had a prayer book in my pocket 
had prayers for the dying 
for Cat<lic, Jew, and Protestant. 
I read the Jewish prayer. Shells 
were still bursting around us. 
Men were cringing around the boy 
when he died. We covered him up.”

Name Ship After 
Benjamin Peixotto

WASHINGTON—A Liberty 
Ship now under construction at 
the Bethlehem-Fairfield Shipyard 
in Baltimore has been named after 
Benjamin Franklin Peioxtto, the 
president of the B’nai B’rith fror 
1862 to 1866 and United States 
consul-general to Rumania from 
1870 to 1876, it was reported here. 
The name of Piexotto was as 
signed to this ship as a result of 
a Third War Loan bond campaign 
by Menorah Lodge of B’nai B’rith 
in Baltimore, which sold over 
$8,000,000 worth of bonds. 


Born in New York, Peixotto 
came to Cleveland in 1836 as - 
child, when his father, Dr. Daniel 
Levy Maduro Peixotto, was named 
president of the Willoughby Medi- 
cal College. He later studied law 
in the office of Stephen A. Douglas 
and became a political associate 
of Dovglas. He was political edi- 
tor of the Cleveland Plain Dealer 
in the late 1850’s and supported 
Douglas for President, and was 
only 29 when he was elected presi- 
dent of B’nai B’rith in 1863.

Hungary Will Desist 
If Bombings Stop

ZURICH—The Hungarian Gov- 


ernment, through its controlled 
press, has notified Archbishop 
Spellman of New York that the 
Jews of Hungary will be spared 
and permitted to leave the country 
on condition that the Allies cease 
bombing Hungarian cities. 

A two-point offer to this effect 
is made in the Budapest newspaper 
Esti Ujsag, organ of the Foreign 
Ministry, and addressed to Arch 
bishop Spellman in reply to 
his recent broadcast to Hungary 
appealing for mercy for the Jews. 

(German newspapers reaching 
here carry articles “advising” the 
people in Rumania not to be under 
the impression that the presence 
of Jews in Rumanian towns pro- 
tects these towns from being 
bombed by the Allies: Recent‘ 
raids on Rumania have proven this, 
the Nazi papers argue. They urge 
the Rumanians, therefore, to cease 
treating Jews with consideration.) 








Expect Arrests as Probe 
Starts in Polish Army

made in Scotland by an inquiry 
commission appointed by the Pol- 
ish National Council, it is expected 
that a number of! officers and men 
accused of anti-Semitic activities 
will be brought to trial shortly. 
The findings of the commission 
these sources said, will probably 
not be made public before Sep- 
tember. 





Million Jews Threatened

LONDON—The Budapest radio 
reports that in an effort to save 
themselves from deportation, Jews 
throughout Hungary continue to 
besiege Catholic institutions for 
baptism. “There were more appli- 
cations for baptism in the course 
of last week than during the last 
fifteen years,” the broadcast said. 


was a young Jew#sh girl carrying 
a Torah which she miraculously 
saved from the Nazis. She held 
out the Torah to the others who 
kissed it gently as they stepped 
on Palestine soil. 

No young men or women were 
included by the Germans in the 
liberated group. German author- 
ities insisted that the group be 
composed of people aged between 
45 and 80 aad of chi'dren up to 
the age of 14. 


About 4,000 more Jews, most of 
them holders of South American 
passports, still remain in the 
Bergenbelzen camp, near Hanover, 
the arrivals reported. Although 
they could be exchanged for in- 
terned German civilians in Latin 
American countries, they are being 
gradually deported to extermina- 
tion camps in Poland. Forty of 
them committed suicide when they 
learned that they were scheduled 
for deportation. 

Suicides Frequent 


Among those who committed 
suicide was the widow of Chief 
Rabbi Moses Schorr of Warsaw. 
The daughter of Rabbi Schorr also 
attempted suicide. Reuben Cohen, 
prominent Mizrachi leader, died in 
the camp, while Isaac Katznelson, 
prominent Jewish poet, together 


with his son, were among those . 


deported from the camp to “an 
unknown destination.” Chief Rabbi 
Koretz of Salonika was still in 
the camp when the group which 
reached Palestine left Bergen- 
belzen. Ninety per cent of all 
Jews in Holland have been deport- 
ed to Poland and exterminated 
there, some of the Dutch Jews in 
the group stated. 

Many of the arrivals were so old 
and exhausted that they could not 
walk and needed assistance to 
alight from the train. 

Telling of their horrible experi- 
ences in the Bergenbelzen camp 
which the Nazis claim is “one of 
the most humane camps,” the 
arrivals said that the Nazis “did 
not actually kill the people in the 
camp, but starved them to death.” 
One of the arrivals gave the fol- 
lowing account: 

Inspection Lasted Hours 

“They compelled us to get up 
before sunrise and appear in a 
courtyard for inspection. If any 
of the internees died during the 
night—and an average of six to 
seven people died each night—the 
living were compelled to bring 
the dead and line them up in a row 
for inspection. The inspection 
lasted several hours, even in, the 
coldest winter days, after which 
we were ordered to work until 
sunset. Kept on a starvation diet, 
our rations were reduced to a 
small piece of bread as punish- 
ment for even the smallest sin’.”

To the Editor: 

In his communication to. the 
Jewish Post of July 7th, in which 
Al Segal is taken to task for sug- 
gesting that, under extraordinary 
circumstances, the Kaddish could 
be recited in a Catholic church 
without that God be necessarily 
offended thereby, Rabbi David S. 
Shapiro treated himself to levities 
which, in my opinion, should not 
go unchallenged. He said, among 
' other things, that “Judaism pro- 
claimed that an_ unbridgeable 
chasm separates the Divine Na- 
ture from physical Nature, that 
the Creator and the Creature are 
not to be confused.” And then, 
to elevate Judaism at the expense 
of Christianity, he added that 
“Christianity has elevated a man 
to the position of God, and so thade 
a compromise with the pagan 
identification of God with Nature.” 

I am not here interested in de- 
fending Al Segal, who, as I under- 
stand, is by no means a helpless

person. But I think Rabbi Shapiro 
ought to condescend to tell the 
Post readers on whose authority 
did he draft Judaism in support of 
his obscurantist views. My “Juda- 
ism,” for instance, tells me that 
both of Rabbi Shapiro’s premises, 
the one concerning Judaism and 
the one concerning Christianity, 
are utterly false. 

This is no place for theological 
dissertations, but I think the aver- 
age Jewish layman knows full 
well—and he knows it full well 
because he has imbibed it from 
childhood on in countless forms— 
that God in the Jewish religion is 
identified as the Creator of the 
universe and all that is therein. 
It is not merely that He created 
“the heavens and the earth and 
all their hosts,” and then retired; 
it is that “in His goodness, he re- 
news daily, forever, the works of 
creation.” Rabbi Shapiro himself 
affirms this daily in his prayers. 


If steadily God is engaged in 
creating and recreating things, 
how could there be a chasm be- 
tween Him and them? Man, of 
course, is physical nature; but pre- 
cisely in Judaism he is the image 
of God, and there is therefore be- 
tween man and God the same un- 
avoidable affinity that there is be- 
tween any conception and the thing 
it gives birth to. 


Chasm between man and God in 
Judaism, when the fundamental 
idea is that “the Lord is nigh “to 
all who call upon Him, to all who 
call upon Him in truth,” nigh, that 
is, without anything in between 
them, so that at-one-ment with 
God is achieved without a media- 
tor? ‘The Creator and the Crea- 
ture are not to be confused,” when 
man, in Judaism, is permitted to 
say that “out of my own flesh I 
see God,” and Moses is permitted 
to say, “Lord, Thou hast been our 
dwelling place in all generations?” 
An unbridgeable chasm, an ugly 
yawning gap, a precipice between 
Him who is our father and us who 


are his children, between Him who 
is our shepard and us who are the 
flock of his pasture? It may be a 
requirement of Rabbi Shapiro’s 
nature to worship excatly such a 
callous God, but he has to seck 
after stich a one elsewhere, cer- 
tainly not in “Judaism.” 


But if the rabbi’s statement 
concerning the Divine Nature 
might be characterized as only pre- 
sumptuous, his corollary statement 
concerning Christianity, besides 
being untrue, is thoroughly repre- 
hensible. In the early centuries 
of Christendom, which covered also 
the period of the making of the 
Talmud, there might have been 
indeed good reasons for designat- 
ing the Gentile peoples as “Ak- 
kum”—a veiled synonym for idola- 
tors, for largely this is what they 
then were even if nominally they 
professed Christianity. 

-But one has to be incurably 
myopic to impute idolatry to 20th 
century Christians—to all those 
Gentile peoples who for upwards 
of a century and a half have 
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. centrally located . .

THE ORLANDO (Florida) “MORNING SENTINEL” published 
an interview with Lt. Sam Turner. He is a bomber pilot and he 
tells that with him, as navigator overseas, was Lt. Maurice Wein- 
berg, son of Mrs. Belle Weinberg of Indianapolis. Their target 
was Stuttgart, Germany. It was all rountine until they headed for 
their next mission over France. Eight enemy fighters attacked 
them, blew away the front of the plane and the steering wheel, 
demolished the instrument panel, left his bombardier and navi- 
gator in pools of blood, destroyed the pilot’s oxygen mask and 
wounded the pilot. The turrent gunner died, but his hands held 
such a firm grip on his gun that it kept rotating and the Ger- 
mans, below, thought the gunner still alive and did not attack. 
Lt. Weinberg, the wounded navigator, though drenched with his 
own blood, crawled up to the cockpit and gave instructions for 
reaching Switzerland. “His left eyeball was bulging out of its 
socket.” said Lt. Turner. After 45. minutes they saw a great lake. 
At an estimated 180 miles per hour they landed on the lake, 
hitting the water with such terrific force their safety belts were 
loosened and the co-pilot thrown against the windshield. They 
managed to release the liferaft and board it with the uncon- 
scious bombardier. Swiss harbor police took the men to shore. 
The men were placed in a Swiss internment camp. The pilot 
does not tell how he got to America. Lt. Weinberg, when last 
heard from, was still in Switzerland, entirely recovered and en- 
joying the winter sports. He has been decorated with the oak 
leaf cluster and, of course, will receive the Purple Heart!

RABBI FOX SURPRISED BY STAND 
OF RABBI SHAPIRO ON SEGAL 


To the Editor: 

I am surprised at the attitude of 
some of our young rabbis, who, it 
seems to me, lose their heads com- 
pletely when matters touching our 
faith, with which they disagree. 
are discussed. 

I am amazed at Rabbi David 
Shapiro, in your July 7 issue, who 
takes a stand that is about as 
Jesuitical as it possibly can be. I 
do not want to go into any details, 
but I am sure that God Almighty 
must be more charitable in his 
judgment than are some of the 
yabbis in Israel. 

My own study of the Talmud 
teaches me that even though men 
differ with me on important sub- 
jects, I am not justified in the use 
of rancor and bitterness. R. Meir 
did not lose his respect for Acher, 
and the words of the conflicting 
schools of Shammai and Hillel 
were both quoted as “Words of the 
Living God.” To call a letter such 
as Rabbi Shapiro wrote “friendly 
criticism” reminds one of Leshone 
Guzmah. 

Referring to the last paragraph 
of Rabbi Shapiro’s letter, where 
he speaks of your going out of 
your way to give Rabbi Schachte! 
publicity, the last part reads: “Is 
he an authority? A scholar? A 
student? If he is, please let me 
know.” 

J can answer that question for 
Rabbi Shapiro in this manner: 
Who is Rabbi Shapiro? Is he an 


authority and is he a scholar? Is 
he a student? 

I do not know Rabbi Schachtel 
well, although I have met him. I 
found out about Rabbi Shapire 
about whom I had never heard 
previously, a short time ago, when 
my friend and his teacher, Rabbi 
Sau!

ex-serviceman himself says that 
you can pray anywhere, then why 
couldn’t Jake pray at home in- 
stead of deliberately creating a 
stupid paradox.

After all, it is the prayer from 
the heart that counts. But no. 
Jake wanted to retain his Jewish 
identity and Segal announces that 
it can be done. 


As for Segal: Well, his com- 
parison to the story of Abraham 
is so out of line that I think he is 
giving us another reason why he 
should stop writing those dis- 
torted sermons of his.

I behold thy heavens, the work 
of thy fingers, the moon and the 
stars which thou hast established 


—what is man that thou remem-. 


berest him, and the son of man 
that thou thinkest of him? Yet 
hast thou made him but little 
lower than God; thou hast crowned 
him with glory and honor—every- 
thing hast thou placed under his 
feet.” It was a Jew who said that, 
and not a Christian, for the Chris- 
tian was as yet in the lap of the 
future. 


On the other hand, the Chris- 
tian did the very opposite from 
what the Jew has striven to do 
for man. In Christian doctrine the 
whole species of man was degraded 
by the sin of Adam and Eve, de- 
graded beyond capacity at self- 
redemption. The species would 
have remained eternally damned if 
God had not provided it with the 
means of vicarious redemption, It 
was not the man Jesus whom the 
Christians had elevated to the 
position of God, but it was the 
other way around; it was the God- 
head which, through its attribute 
of sonship, condenscended to take 
on the form of the human Jesus, 
but only for the purpose of pro- 
viding vicarious atonement for an 
otherwise unregenerate race. 


While all this is clothed in theo- 
logical formula, the actual differ- 
ence between the Jewish and 
Christian estimation of man is a 
sociololgical one, and millions of 
Christians today understand that. 
But Rabbi Shapiro very obviously 
is not interested in the sociological 
implications of religion. He is in- 
terested in dogma only. Where, 
then, is his authority for the dog- 
ma that there is “an unbridgeable 
chasm between the Divine Nature 
and physical Nature,” and that 
Christianity “has elevated a man 
to the position of God,” and there- 
by compromised with paganism? 
Finally, what does the rabbi mean 
by his statement that “the differ- 
ences between Judaism and Chris- 
tianity are not merely theological,” 
that “there are differences in out- 
look which stem from their differ- 
ent positions on the Divine Na- 
ture?” What is the speculation 
about the Divine Nature if not 
theological speculation?

SAYS SEGAL’S ENDORSEMENT 
OF BASIC PRINCIPLES EXPECTED 


To the Editor: 

I expected it. I am only sur- 
prised that it had not come earlier 
when it would have given greater 
aid and comfort to the enemy. 
Al Segal, the knight errant of 
vagaries, has become the cham- 
pion of the notorious “basic prin- 
ciples,” formulated by a group of 
laymen of Houston, Texas, densely 
ignorant of the delicate and diffi- 
cult subject they were dealing 
with. - And Al Segal was moved 
to champion the universally con- 
demned “basic principles” by the 
mystic fascination which a Quak- 
ers’ mute meeting exerted upon a 
17-year-old boy of a Jewish 
haberdasher. 


So, Al Segal,: the unanimous 
judgment of American Jewry of 
all three interpretations that con- 
demn unconditionally the anti- 
democratic, anti-Jewish and even 
anti-Semitic “basic principles’” is 
wrong, and a batch of haber- 
dashers, who know no more about 
Judaism than the proverbial man 
in the moon, are right. Yes, it is 
not the C. C. A. R., nor the faculty 
of the Hebrew Union College, nor 
scholars in general, who are to be 
the authoritative voice of Judaism, 
but, in the words of Al Segal, 
haberdashers, dressmakers, tailors 
doctors and columnists. These 
should constitute the Sanhedrin 
which shall define and determine 
what Judaism is. 

Well, suppose for argument’s 
sake, a high -class tailor would 
take the place of Dr. Samuel S. 
Cohon, professor of theology at 
the Hebrew Union College, and 
scissors and measuring tape would 
be handed to the dethroned scholar. 
Would you give him an order for 
an expensive suit? Or, suppose 
you would put an eminent phy- 
sician in the chair of Dr. Morgen- 
stern and give the president of the 
Hebrew Union College a scalpel to 
be used in the operating room. 
Would you submit to Dr. Morgen- 
stern’s medical skill for an appen- 
dectomy? Thus, every trade and 
every profession require special 
study and training and experience, 
save religion. When it comes to 
this subject, the accepted standards 
are thrown to the wind. The 
experts, you say, create confusion, 
and the ignoramuses speak with 
the voice of authority. 

Well, Al Segal, I know what you 
are driving at. You would like to 
put Judaism in the straitjacket of 
a creed a la the Apostolic creed 
of the Christian church. You 
would like to see Judaism frozen 
and petrified on the model of the 
outmoded Pittsburgh Platform, for- 
mu!ated by German assimilationist 
rabbis suffering from millennial 
delusions. No, Al Segal, the voice 
of Judaism never expressed itself 
as the solo of a Pope, but rather 
as a symphony of leading scholars 
and saints. Thank God, there have 
always been parties in Judaism, 
just as there are parties in every 
democracy. It is out of the clash 


of contending thoughts that the 
spark of truth issues. Judaism is 
not an antiquated creed which time 
has bypassed, but a living and 
dynamic faith that adapts itself 
to changing conditions and regu- 
lates the spiritual life of the Jew 
according to each age apd genera- 
tion. But the adaptation of the 
eternal principles and ideals of 
Judaism to the needs of the times 
has never been entrusted to tailors 
and haberdashers and dressmakers 
and doctors and columnists, but to 
men who have dedicated their 
lives to the study and practice of 
Judaism, and who possess expert 


knowledge of its fundamental 
principles and growth and de- 
velopment. : 


Furthermore, Al Segal, if you 
are so badly in need of a defini- 
tion of Judaism go to Micah, 
whose definition is far superior to 
your haberdasher’s. “He hath told 
thee, O man, what is good and 
what the Lord doth require of 
thee, only to do justly, love mercy 
and to walk humbly with the Lord 
thy God.” Or if you want an even 
shorter definition of Judaism, get 
it from Habakuk, who according 
to our sages reduced all of Judaism 
to the single sentence, “The right- 
eous liveth by his faith.” Accord- 
ing to your definition of a good 
Jew, he must not be a separatist, 
he must not be a politician, he 
must be a gentleman. I believe 
that Dr. Morgenstern comes up to 
your definition. Now, let me quote 
to you a single sentence from 4 
recent article by that scholar 
which will conclude our argument: 
“Without scholarship to recover 
and interpret its past and to chart 
its course into the distant future, 
Judaism cannot progress; and 
without steady progress along the 
consistent lines of historic evolu- 
tion, Judaism cannot survive.”

Focuses Attention on Problem 


THE DEMAND of the Federation of Polish 

Jews for Jewish tribuna!s to try those guilty 
of atrocities against Jews will in all probability 
never get farther than its present stage, but it 
does focus attention on one field in which it was 
ond is being taken for granted that there will 
be agreement between the Jewish groups con- 
cerned. 

The American Jewish Committee and _ the 
American Jewish Congress have for many months 
been making plans for post-war demands for the 
Jewish people, each with full-blown committees 
of real experts, but it was obvious that at some 
point these two groups would have to come to- 
gether. The Jews of the United States are not 
concerned with who presents the case for the 
Jews of the world, since the demands will in all 


probability be almost nearly the same, except 
for minor points. But U. S. Jewry will not stand 
for competition in this field, and for the most 
part have taken it for granted that the American 
Jewish Conference would direct all interested 
groups towards the end of only one set of pro- 
posals for the solution of the many problems of 
European Jewry and the safeguarding of Jewish 
rights. 

The world recognizes that justice for the 
Jew will be one of the important concerns of 
the post-war world, and it is no doubt condi- 
tioned to entertain far-reaching proposals from 
responsible Jewish groups. So that it is incum- 
bent on the U. S. Jewish leadership to get to- 
gether with the leadership of world Jewry to 
arrange this thing in a business-like way. 


Where Refusal to Face the Facts Leading 


PuCsE WHO refuse to be convinced by the 

hard realism of this world, might trace a 
few of the happenings of the past few years to 
see where their refusal to face the actual situa- 
tion is leading. 

When the U. S. declared war it was felt by 
even those who had dealt all their life with anti- 
Semitism, that the organized groups as such 
would autematically disappear for the duration. 
Instead they have prospered, 

With Jews playing their proportionate share on 
the fighting fronts, it was felt that anti-Semitism 
as such, of the casual kind, would of necessity be 
mitigated. Instead this type of hatred and bias 
has flourished. - 


And with Palestine too. It was thought that 
in view of the fact that the Arabs not only were 
not volunteering to fight for the United Nations’ 
cause, but in instances like in Iraq or Egypt 
could actually be found on the side of the Nazis, 
England would be forced to do justice with the 
Jew. Instead the White Paper was put into 
effect, just as if nothing had transpired since the 
five years of its existence. : 

That is why those who originally were willing 
to wait for the millenium of peace and justice 
to come to solve the Jewish problems, have now 
been forced to place their faith with groups who 
have always demanded action as the only salva- 
tion. 


Current Comment 


Lodges Must Not Viciate Jewish Customs or 
Holidays, National Jewish Monthly (B'nai B'rith) 
Says—The overwhelming majority of B’nai B’rith 
lodges and women’s auxiliaries, conscious of 
their responsibility as Jewish groups, are scrup- 
ulous in observing Kashruth and the sanctity of 
the Sabbath at all their public functions. But a 
few have been careless in these matters recently. 

It cannot be stressed too often that what any 
individual B’nai B’rith member may do is his 
own business. It is a matter strictly between 
him and God, as our sages have said, But what 
a Jewish community, or organization does, is a 
public matter, and different standards apply. 


B'nai B’rith, it is true, is not a religious or- 
ganization. But it is a Jewish organization. It 
represents the Jewish people of the community. 
It is composed of Orthodox, Conservative, Re- 
form and those of no synagogue affiliation. In 
the eyes of the non-Jews it stands for Jewish 
idealism and consecrated action for all humanity. 
For such an organization to flout its own tradi- 
tions would be as shocking to the public as for 
a Christian group to violate sacred Christian 
occasions. 


But Jewish organizations should respect Jew- 
ish traditions not merely, nor even primarily, 
for public relations reasons. They should do so 
for their own self-respect, for the Jewish sur- 
vival value such traditions represent, for the 
sake of the younger generation growing up, and 
as a matter of simple good taste. These reasons 
apply equally to Orthodox and Reform and even 
to these of no synagogue affiliation. 

R’rai B’rith members are free to interpret 
Jv-ceism individually as they see fit. But no 
lodge or auxiliary should ever arrange a lunch- 
eon or dinner which is not kosher, nor should 
any lodge or auxiliary affair be held at-a time 
that violates any Jewish holiday. And in the 


scale of Jewish holiday values, the sanctity of 
the Sabbath is second only to that of Yom Kippur. 
= * * 

Purchase by Federation of Local Anglo-Jewish 
Paper Does Not Meet With Approval of the 
American Jewish Outlook of Pittsburgh — A 
monthly magazine, propaganda sheet for one 
viewpoint in Judaism, comments favorably on 
the purchase of an old English-Jewish weekly 
by the Philadelphia Federation of Jewish Chari- 
ties and the Allied Jewish Appeal. Generalizing, 
the magazine contends that “from the viewpoint 
of the social agencies that take over the local 
Jewish press, their action is wise. It gives them 
an opportunity and incentive to keep the Jewish 
public informed of their work, not occasionally 
by circular letters, but periodically.” 


Admitting the danger of undue propaganda 
power to whatever group happens to control 
the communal agencies, it offers what impresses 
us as a weak retort that privately-owned papers 
might likewise exploit the power of propa- 
ganda to further the pesonal or partisan inter- 
ests of the private owners. 

The facts are that the propaganda sheets in 
this country are found entirely among the pub- 
lications of Jewish organizations and not among 
the English-Jewish weeklies. There is not a 
single English-Jewish weekly that is a propa- 
ganda sheet for the views of its publisher. Aside 
from the fact that most publishers have general 
Jewish welfare at heart, they know that it would 
be bad business to push their pet views into their 
papers regardless of the views of other groups 
within the community. 

We see far greater danger to the freedom of 
the press when it passes into the hands of Jew- 
ish federations than when it is left in the hands 
of private interests. An exceptional federation 
and an exceptional editor might make the plan 
work. But let us remember that we live in a 
world of mediocrity, 


with no beating around the bush 
and with no apologies to anyone. 
+ * a

DEFENDS MONSKY, 


B’NAI B’RITH; 


CITES POSSIBILITY OF ALTERNATIVE 


To the Editor: 

Since attending the recent Su- 
preme Lodge convention of B'nai 
Brith, I have read with interest 
your editorials, editorial news 
stories and letters to the editor. 
criticising the B’nai B’rith, and 
particularly President Monsky. 
concerning the convention’s ac- 
tion, or lack of action, on the sub- 
ject of Palestine. In order that 
my position be clear, may I remind 
you that I hold no official position 
with B’nai B’rith. I want you to 
know also that I am chairman of 
the emergency committee for Pal- 
tine in Fort Wayne and was also 
one of the signers of one of the 


‘ resolutions submitted to the con- 


vention’s resolutions committee 
which urged the Supreme Lodge 
of the B’nai B’rith to take a posi- 
tion favoring the establishment of 
a Jewish home land in Palestine. 
I am writing this letter because 
I cannot sit idly by and see you 
and those who think as you do 
attack President Monsky for his 
failure to insist upon the adoption 
by the convention of a resolution 
favoring the establishment of a 
home land in Palestine. 

Perhaps you who criticise Presi- 
dent Monsky have forgotten about 
the Supreme Lodge convention in 
Chicago prior to this one. Mr. 
Monsky, at great personal sacri- 
fice, has done much to build up the 
concept of Palestine as a Jewish 
home land. Any attack upon him 
is not enly unjust but it is unfair. 
It is a typical reflection of the 
minds of those enthusiasts who 
become so imbued with a proposi- 
tion or an idea that they lack the 
vision to understand and realize 
that by their zeal and enthusiasm 
they might destroy the very cause 
they espouse. There are those 
who, having made up their minds 
to get to the opposite side of a 
wall, insist upon going through 
the wall at a given point and 
bump their heads against the wall 
at this point in an effort to break 
through. They could more easily 
reach their goal by taking two 
Steps to the right and going 
through an opening in the wall. 
It is the true leader who appre- 
ciates that ofttimes to accomplish 
his ultimate goal he must yield to 
immediate circumstances and in 
doing so never sa@¢rifice his goal 
Every cause needs people imbued 
With enthusiasm for certain just 
principles, but we need more than 
these people, the leaders who are 
big enough to look beyond the im- 
mediate and project themselves 
into the future, so that the prin- 
ciples will be realized. 

You, no doubt, read the B’nai 
B’rith News issued just prior to 
the convention. In it was an 
analysis of the delegates who at- 
tended the convention made on 
the basis of questionnaires sent 
to each delegate. In this article it 
was pointed out, among other 
things, that only 25 per cent of 
the delegates were members of the 
Zionist Organization. I have no 
reason to disbelieve these figures. 
I, too, would have been happy if 


B’nai B’rith would have taken a 
positive stand on this question. 
but we know that even though 
the overwhelming majority of the 
rank and file of the Jewish peo- 
ple of America look upon Pales- 
tine as more than a haven of ref- 
uge, that there is still a group at 
the top who do not see Palestine 
in this light. Judging from the 
above analysis, many of the latter 
must have been present at the 
convention. Here were leaders in 
their respective communities not 
interested enough to become mem- 
bers of the Zionist Organization 


I am not certain that the reso- 
lution would have failed to pass 
at the convention. I do know that 
if an issue had been made of the 
resolution, and it had failed to 
pass, irreparable harm. would have 
been done to the cause of Palestine. 
I know also that even if it had 
passed, those who would have been 
opposed tq it would have returned 
home resolved to do all that they 
could to continue to fight against 
the establishment of a home land 
in Palestine, and that B’nai B’rith 
would be weakened by this divi- 
sion within it. We must not for- 
get that it has been a long and 
difficult process to win the support 
of many people to the Zionist 
cause. A debate on the convention 
floor would serve only to isolate the 
Zionists and strengthen the oppo- 
sition. In my mind, there is still 
hope that a large part of the op- 
position will eventually sce the 
light through the usual educa- 
tional process. 


What harm has been done by 
the position of B’nai_ B'rith? 
B’nai B’rith was the only organi- 
zation with the history, prestige 
and influence to have attempted 
some unification in Jewish life. 
B’nai P’rith with all of its influ- 
ence and prestige is still a mem- 
ber of the American Jewish Con- 
ference, willing to abide by the 
decisions of tlie majority of the 
group which B’nai B’rith was in- 
strumental in assembling. What 
wou'd have happened to the con- 
ference, which it must be conced- 
ed, was a step in the right direc- 
tion, if B’nai B’rith had been or- 
dered to withdraw from it by the 
Supreme Lodge in convention as- 
sembled ? 


The cause cf Palestine thrives 
on the enthusiasm of its sponsors. 
They should not let their enthusi- 
asm undermine those leaders who 
have already contriubted so muct 
to its support.

What solution is found 
to stop this needless slaughter? 
What advice is gjven to prevent 


the future slaughter of another . 


million souls? Warn the Axis and 
their satellites that every one 
connected with these slaughters 
will be punished whep the war ia 
over?

The Germans will laugh at this 
announcement. They’ll feel certain 
that we are too humane to do such 
a thing. They’ll slaughter another 
300 innocents on Monday. We'll 
blow one of their towns and every 
human being in that town off the 
map on Tuesday. They may be- 
lieve that an accident. On Wed- 
nesday they’ll test our strength by 
slaughtering another 300 or more. 
On Thursday our bombers will 
blow a second German village off 
the map. I feel certain that the 
slaughter ef innocents will soon 
stop. :

Robert E. Segal, Secretary of the Public Relations Committee of 
the Cincinnati Jewish Community Council, writes that he is “amazed” 
to note in a recent number of this column the accusation that “the 
Public Relations Committee ‘censors’ news of Zionist organizations 
(in Cincinnati).” He adds: “If you want your paper to have a repu- 
tation for accuracy and fair-play, you will retract this absurd truth.” 

The situaton is indeed absurd, but it is not an untruth. The column 
in question merely posed the problem that a genuine, full-length 
investigation is required to prove with documentary evidence that 
which is already common knowledge in Cincinnati. Far-removed from 
Cincinnati due to the exigencies of war, we have not the time nor 
the resources: to engage in such an investigation. We called upon 
some, person activated by a love of democracy in the Jewish com- 
munity, to do the necessary spadework, 

Yet even without exhaustive research there are a few simple mat- 
ters which may be called to public attention as indicative of the 
conditions of which we speak. 

The present Cincinnati Public Relations Committee, which Mr. Segal 
serves as Secretary, was established as the result of a resolution 
adopted by the Jewish Community Council on June 10, 1935, em- 
bodying a report of a Press Relations Committee. ‘Paragraph four 
of that report states: “Controversial matters affecting Jews and Jew- 
ish organizations only, have no place in the daily press.” 

Yet every violent attack on Zionism in Cincinnati has been widely 
publicized without objection from Mr. Segal or his committee—wnile 
Zionist news appearing in the daily press has been the object of his 
critical comment. A few examples: 

Who in Cincinnati can forget how Dr. Morgenstern’s attack on 
Zicnism last year was emblazoned in headlines in the non-Jewish 








press ? 

“Jewish Crusade Is Denounced by Rockdale Avenue Temple,” reads 
the double-column headline over another story in the Enquirer of a 
couple of years back. The item tells of Rabbi Reichert’s denuncia- 
tion of the plan for establishing a Jewish army. 

But how indignant Mr. Segal became when the Hadassah conven- 
tion was held in Cincinnati. He tried to reason with their leadeis, 
he said during an interview a year cr so ago, but it was no use. 
“They simply ran wild.” They called in the U. P. and the A. P. and 
photographers. He just advised them to lay off the refugee angle. 
This was not “censorship.” He preferred, and himself used the word 
“suidance.” At least it’s a prettier word. 

Asked about Dr. Reichert’s assault on the Jewish army, he de- 
clared that did not violate the resolution. It had legitimate news 
value. 

I repeat, an extended survey is required to determine what effect 
the Public Relations Committee is having on Jewish news in Cin- 
cinnati. I ask, purely for information, how often does this “Com- 
mittee” meet, in full membership? The answer might be interesting.

The competition among Jewish organizations vieing for credit in 
the so far ineffective action taken by the U. S, Government in con- 
nection with the rescue of the Jews of Europe reached an all time 
high last week. ' 

The Emergency Committee to Save the Jewish People answered 
the claims of the American Jewish Conference that they had been 
responsible for whatever had been done in the way of aiding the 
Hungarian Jews by a great show of documents and a great parade 
of date proving that, on the opposite, they (the Emergency Committee) 
were to be lauded for having created all the stir and aroused public 
opinion throughout the country. The spectacle is a sorry one. Whiie 
it is true that there is no reason to Jewish persecution, that there 
is “open shop” all year round for petitions and appeals and adver- 
tisements, the public race for laurels along these lines is in bad taste, 
and forms a powerful weapon for the people who don’t like Jews, and 
are none too sorry for them. 

Let us suppose for a moment that the American Jewish Conference 
was the stimulant behind the War Refugee Board, had crusaded in 
Cordell Hull’s office, had secured the good faith and promises of the 
Red Cross—what then? The best that can be said is that they have 
done a pretty bad job. The most that was produced was an increase 
of Jewish indignation, which in turn created slight waves of protest 
among the general public. That in itself is an accomplishment so 
meager that boasting of it, and wielding the boast so disruptively 
annuls any genuine effects produced. 

Hears Conference Started It 4 

What if the Emergency Committee really, as it claimed last week, 
had been responsible for the horrified editorials which appeared in 
most New York papers for the past few weeks? Is this such a feat 
that the blood of the Jews of Hungary must pave the way for further 
internecine strife and wrangling? Does anyone care, least of all the 
tortured doomed Jews of Hungary who have been abandoned, wh 
has done what for them. It so happens that I was reliably informed 
that this competition was instigated by the Conference rather than 
by the Committee. But I am basically unimpressed by this. The 
wrong has been done and it is sympathetic of a certain state of 
affairs in Jewish public life which must be put right if anyone is to 
be saved—ever. 

However—the Jews of Hungary were not the only ones to be saved 
like pennants at a college football game. 

There was Shmulevitz. Smulevitz who was reprieved from execu- 
tion in Palestine because it was quite evident to the British that they 
had punished him unjustly, that there would be trouble in tense, trig- 
ger-itching Palestine should the 24-year-old Sternist die, and because 
these facts were discreetly pointed out by the responsible Jewish 
organizations. On the day of his commutation, the very group which 
had decided that he would make a good hero for their organization, 
called a mass meeting, declaring, through advertisements and edi- 
torials in the Hearst press, that they had saved him from the gallows. 

The Herald Tribune—which like all papers in America—finds it 
almost impossible to follow the strange and devious paths of Jewish 
political struggles—made quite a point in its story covering Shmule- 
vitz’s reprieve of explaining to the wide world that while the Hebrew 
Committee for National Liberation claimed this as THEIR victory, 
Dr, Weizmann had publicly corrected this impression, refusing how- 
ever to discuss the manner in which the boy had been saved. 

Peddled Body Before It Is Executed 

Granted even I can understand why the fiery, serious boy would 
have made a perfect symbol for the new committee, but’ to have 
peddled his body before he was executed and then to claim complete 
responsibility for his reprieve when in all a few cables were sent off 
to London and Jerusalem—strikes me as rather inane and none too 
earnest. 8 Pa a) 

Iam not concerned with what either the American Jewish Con- 
ference or the Committee have done in the way of rescue. I believe 
that they have not done enough. It is quite possible—nay, probable, 
that they have done the utmost. But at a time when almost a 
million Jews choke away their lives in Hitler’s puppet Hungary, it is 
not kind to run around shouting that you, and no one else, have done 
so much for them, 

Neither Washington nor London are vitally concerned with the fate 
of the Jewish people at this time, and however unpleasant a fact this 
may be— it must be realized! We are not fashionable any longer. 
No one really gives a damn. The thought of a million men, women 
and children being put to death is moving and of course good Amer- 
leans in high places have protested. But it is simply not possible, 
apparently, to do anything concrete to stop the slaughter. Anything 
Concrete, say, like a Jewish squadron bombing the heart out of 
Hungary! 

And faced with the barrier of military expediency and all the other 
alibis that confront them in their genuine attempts to do SOME- 
THING—Jewish organizations turn around and scream at each other. 





“Yes, we have no bananas today,” is the general theme song. We 
have rescued this many. We have paid for so many ads. We have 
spoken to so and so. What about you? And there are vituperations 
and libels and slander. At a time when silence is the least homage 
we can pay our dead. Public silence about our own shortcomings. I 
have not the slightest objection to public ads or mass meetings which 
proclaim to the world that Jews are dying. But that is all. There is 
no excuse for using the same tear-stained megaphones to make 
exhibitions of ourselves. 

The Pope’s warning to the Catholics of Hungary—who. was re- 
sponsible for that? I was. No, you weren’t. I was. Etc. Etc. Ad 
nauseam. The great Jewish organizations of America bicker and 
quarrel and their voices become raucous and ugly.

I have just been reading the book, “Dialog 
With God” by Frederick A. Doppelt of Fort 
Wayne, Ind. 

“Prayer is a dialog with the Holy One, praised 
be He,” it is said in ene of the"writings of He- 
brew mystic lore, and, that in mind, Rabbi 
Doppelt called his book “Dialog With God.”

From that time on he remained convinced that 
the way to get things that looked hard to get 
was to pray for them. He accounted all his 
later success to the advice his good old mother 
gave him when he was so young. 

He recalls the time when he didn’t know 
whether to hold or to sell General Motors. The 
matter was heavily on his mind one day when 
he was attending congregational services. He 
departed from the formal prayers long enough 
to inquire of God what a man should do about 
General Motors, conditions being what they were. 

He says the answer came to him like a flash: 
He should hold General Motors. He did and, he 
adds, everybody can remember how General Mo- 
tors went up and up after the sixth month’s 
slump back in 1921. 

If I understand Rabbi Doppelt’s thesis, this 
gentleman and all his pagan kind insult the 
might and majesty of God by taking Him in as 
an agent to get for them what they want. God 
is no entrepreneur who fixes up business deals 
for the right people. In fact, it seems to me that 
it must be quite offensive to God to hear a citi- 
zen asking for success in a big real estate deal 
when there are so many other people who haven’t 
a pot to cook in and have a hard time paying the 
rent for the narrow space they occupy in the 
world. 

Another business man I know also prays when 
he approaches important business transactions, 
but his prayer’s theme is different. Skeptical 
readers may doubt the real existence of such a 
business man but I am in a position to give his 
name and address and to present his angelic 
likeness in photographic evidence. 


He has given me the substance of his prayer, 


not at all in vain-glory but as the outgiving of 
a simple-hearted man who has nothing to con- 
ceal. He prays that righteous dealing might be 
in his hands, that the negotiations come to a 
conclusion satisfactory to his conscience, that the 
result shall not be of the least injury to the 
other man. 

I can’t say that his most unusual business 
piety has made a millionaire out of him, and, in 
fact, he has never wanted to be one. All I can 
say is that he hasn’t gone bankrupt on it, and 
at his death all he will leave with his widow 
are a pretty good house and adequate insurance 
which he regards as about enough, anyway. He 
feels his prayers have been fully answered and 


that there has been profit enough in the fact ° 


that he has never done injury to any man in any 
business deal. 

As I understand him, Rabbi Doppelt would 
regard this as the kind of praying worthy of an 
intelligent citizen. It is like the praying of Mme. 
Chiang Kai-Shek whom he quotes. 

In her “Confessions of Faith” she says: “I 
used to pray that God would do this or that. 
Now I pray that God will make his will known 
to me. Thus I entered into the third period 
where I wanted to do, not my will, but God’s.” 

Our own ritual prayers are, as a whole, quite 
in line with this intelligent concept. In the 
prayers of the evening we say: “Thou favorest 
man with knowedge, understanding and discern- 
ment from Thee. Blessed art Thou, O Lord, 
gracious Giver of knowledge. 

“Cause us to return, O Our Father, unto Thy 
law; draw us near, O our King, unto Thy serv- 
ice, and bring us back into Thy presence.” 

This is a civilized man’s approach to God. He 
doesn’t ask for special favors. He asks only for 
understanding enough to know what is required 
of him. He hopes by prayer to get close enough 
to something of the divine vision to illuminate 
his eyes and to guide him on his ways. 

One of the more religiously civilized men I’ve 
heard was a totally untutored man who lived in 
the city of Berdytchev, Russia. Rabbi Doppelt 
cells of him. 

He was sitting in the last row of the syna- 
gogue on Rosh Hashonah. Being an unlettered 
man, he could not make out the words in the 
prayer bock. ... “All he knew was the alphabet, 
just the singie letters. But the longing to pray 
grew more passionate, and he could not stand 
speechless any longer. . . . He lifted his eyes 
and murmured in undertones: “Master of the 
universe, Thou art the maker of all beautiful 
prayers, and Thou the source of all holy utter- 
ances of the heart. Behold, here is aleph, gim- 
mel, dallid, hey, vev. Weave thyself a prayer.” 


The Holy One on high, who hearkens to every 


,beat of the human heart, immediately sat dow 


to weave Himself a prayer out of the letters 
the rustic Jew had uttered. 

He, it appears, was a man who understood 
that a prayer isn’t something to’ hand to God 
but a link of partnership with God and His will.
